Gives Weight and a Beating to 
Spanish Maize. 



THE BELMONT STAKES 



Havre de Grace Track Fast and 
Kacing Good, but Disastrous 
to Favorites. 



HAVRE DE GRACE. Md.. April 25.— Mis- 
sionary. chestnut son of Hourless — Mission, 
ridden by jockey Schuttinger, was returned 
the winner of the Shenandoah Handicap with 
It. I. Miller’s Sailing Along second and 
Spanish Maize third. The race was a dash 
of a mile and seventy yard.s. for three-year- 
olds. under handicap conditions and served 
to introduce some of the Maryland candi- 
dates for the Preakness Stakes and Ken- 
tucky l>erby. The band that forced the 

starter was a small one, five in all, two 
overnight entries being scratched. 

Missionary was accorded but weak support 
by the backers, while J. K. L. Ross’ Spanish 
Maize was installed a hot choice. Off to a 
good start Missionary left from the extreme 
outside and made a fast pace for the first 
half, pursued by Violinist, while Spanis’n 
Maize brought up the rear. After entering 
the backstretch. Turner moved up on the 
outside with Spanish Maize and, racing 
around the turn, he loomed up as a seeming- 
ly formidable contender. Schuttinger saved 
ground with Missionary on the last turn and 
rushed liim home an easy victor, while Vio- 
linist dropped back and finished a tired 
horse. Sailing Along raced and finished 
gamely and outstayed Spanish Maize. The 
latter raced wide on the turns and tired in 
the final eighth. 

Missionarj-’s race was a good one and he 
demonstrated that he will hold his own here- 
after with nearly any of the three-year-old 
brigade in tliis section. 

Racing conditions this afternoon were all 
that could be desired and a crowd of huge 
proportions journeyed to the course. The 
racing furnished was of a spirited order 
and several of the winners only earned ver- 
dicts after strenuous drives. The form back- 
t-rs were again a sea and failed to locate the 
majority of the winners, long priced horses 
being in the ascendancy. The track condi- 
tions were splendid and the going fast. 

HOIVM'ALL OF FAVOllITES BEGIAS. 

Tile opening dash of the afternoon, which 
brought out a big band to go five and a half 
furloi.gs. resulted in an upset for the backers, 
when Lang guided Titania home an easy 
winner from Ting-a-Ling and Jago. The 
winner made the running throughout and 
ended with a wide margin. Ting-a-Ling be- 
gan better than usual and disposed of Allah 
in tlie stretch drive. Jago came from a long 
way back and took the short end of the 
purse. Charlie Summy enjoyed favoritism 
and was prominent in the early running, but 
quit badly in the final eighth. 

Bessie Leighton, overlooked in the specula- 
tion, was an easy winner of the two-year-old 
race at a half mile from Josephine C. and 
Lank. The start was a good one and. before 
the field had gone many yards there was a 
considerable crowding and Gold Mount was 
the ciiief sufferer. Bessie Leighton came on 
the outside of the leader at the head of the 
Btretch and took a good lead in the final 
eighth. Lank, from a slow beginning, fin- 
ished with a rush and was going fast at the 
end. Lough Red. an outsider in the specula- 
tion and racing for J. W. Healeyfi was re- 
turned the winner of the third race, a dash 
of a mile and seventy yards, in a drive from 
Phalaris. with Horeb third. The winner came 
fro.m the rear to pass the popular choice, 
Phalaris, in the final sixteenth. 

Walter J. Salmon’s Superlative graduated 
from the maiden ranks in the running of the 
fourth race of the day in a drive from The 
Peruvian and Star Jester. The winner was 
ridden by Butwell and the latter can be 
credited with the victory when he brought 
the Salmon starter up on the outside in the 
final sixteenth and lifted him in a powerfully 
ridden finish. The Peruvian came wide on 
the la.=t turn and Butwell, alert to the oppor- 
tunity, sent Superlative through on the in- 
side and in a desjierate finish got up on the 
closing strides, although the winner was un- 
decided until the official placing was dis- 
played. 

l.unetta accounted for the sixth race, a 
da.sh of a mile and a sixteenth, after a mild 
drive, from Tippo Sahib and Lucky B. The 
start wa.s delayed for several minutes, due 
to the fractious behavior of Lucky B., which 
reared and unseated jockey Rice. The lat- 
ter fortunately fell clear. 

Maize, racing for W. Farnum, took a cheap 
band of platers into camp in the final race 
of the day. Exhorter took second place and 
Martha Luckett was tliird. The winner was

PANIQUE’S YEAE, 
1884

Only four started for the Belmont of 1884 out of sixty-three 
nominations. Dw'yer Brothers won with Panique (the Withers 
winner), after a desperate whipping finish with Knight of 
Eilcrslie and Himalaya, third. It was one of the closest races 
in the history of the Belmont. Panique was a chestnut, bred by Mr. Aristides Welch at the 
Erdenheim Stud, near P’hiladelphia. He had a star, both hind pasterns white and was by 
Alarm from Maggie B. B. (Iroquois’ dam), by Australian. He was a slashing racehorse, but 
developed intestinal trouble soon after and did not win again. Time of the race 2 :42. Value 
$3,150. 



TYRANT’S YEAR, 
1885 



“Tyrant’s year,” 1885, is still remembered as marking the entry 
of Mr. J. B. Haggin into racing with the “dark” colt Tjrant. 
Ihe colt arrived from California late in April and his trainer, 
Claypool, fooled all the trainers and touts at Jerome Park with 
his trials by pulling up at unexpected places. The trainers conceived so poor an opinion of 
him that he won the Withers at long odds. For the Belmont six out of sixty-two nominations 
started and Tyrant, at odds-on, won quite handily, St. Augustine and Tecumseh second and 
third. Tyrant was a chestnut with a blaze, left fore and both hind legs white. He was bred 
at the Belle Meade Stud in Tennessee, a son of Great Tom from Moselle, by Jack Malone. His 
action when galloping was so smooth that he seemed to be going easily, when in fact he was 
doing his best. He trained off after the Belmont and was beaten at Monmouth. Time 2 ;43. 
Value $2,710.

INSPECTOR B.’S 
YEAR, 1886 



In 1886, while only five out of sixty-seven engaged started, there 
was a great improvement in class. Three noted horses finishetl 
for the three places — Dwyer Brothers’ Ins]>ector B. first, The 
Bard second and Linden third. It was a w'ell-contested race, but 
Inspector B. won by a length. He was a bay, bred at Belle Meade Stud, by Enquirer, from 
Colossa, by Colossus. He had a 'very successful career, while The Bard became the champion 
at four and five, and Linden also was a highly successful horse. Time of the race 2 '41. 
Value $2,720. 



HANOVER’S YEAR, 
1887 



Hanover’s Belmont in 1887 was not a brilliant affiur. Only 
one colt, Oneko, started with him. At two years old Oneko 
had given Hanover a hard race at Monmouth, brought him to 
the whip in fact, but Hanover was twenty pounds a better colt 
at three than he had been at two years old. Thus out of ninety-five nominations the Belmont 
had only two starters, and Hanover was under a pull. It was the smallest field that had 
started for the Belmont. The fact is the Withers had for some years ruined the interest in 
the Belmont, but now, to render matters worse, the Brooklyn meeting opened spring racing 
with the Carlton Stakes and Brooklyn Derby, and by the time the Belmont was run the form 
of the colts was so well classified that interest in it was destroyed. Hanover was a chestnut 
with a blaze, both fore and off hind legs white, bred at the Runnymede Stud, Paris, Ky., and 
was a son of Hindoo— Bourbon Belle, by Bonnie Scotland. He was sired by Hindoo in the 
latter’s first season in the stud and was the best — Hindoo never sired another near as good. His 
dam was an old mare when she foaled him. She had never foaled a good racer before, 
and never foaled a good one after, although she had several brothers and sisters of Hanover, 
j .\s to Hanover’s merits as a race horse and as a sire, nothing I can say will add to hi.s fame. 
He was the most successful in both spheres of any horse of his generation. Time of the race 
2 ;43 . Value $2,900. 



SIR DIXON’S The Belmont of 1888 resultetl in a two-horse race. Although ninety- 
VTTAP - QQQ engaged, only Dwyer Brothers’ Sir Dixon and Mr. Belmont’s 

xihilA, loOO Prince Royal started. The pair had run a hot race for the Withers, 
but for the Belmont Sir DLxon won easily. Sir Dixon was a brown, 
bred by Clay & W'^oodford at Runnymede Stud and was a son of imported Billet from Jaconet 
(sister of Iroquois), by Leamington. He was a colt of great quality, but a trifle delicate and 
could not endure the hard campaigning the Dwyer Stable exacted of its horses. 'There was 
the appearance of a “gentleman” about him such as few horses possess. As a sire he made a 
great reputation, among his get being Butterflies, the Futurity winner; Jack Point and 
Kilmarnock. Time of the race 2:40V4. Value $3,440.

LONDON, England, April 25. — Although the 
Two Thousand Guineas, which will be the 
Newmiarket feature for Wednesday, is arous- 
ing M-ide interest there is unlikely to be any 
wagering until the day of the race. Little 
light has been thrown on the three-year-old 
form this year, while, owing to the drought 
of last summer when the tracks were hard, 
last year’s form is apt to prove deceptive. 
Several animals with classic liabilities have 
run since the Lincolnshire Handicap, but 
none has created a better impre.ssion than 
Lord Woolavington’s Captain Cuttle, which 
spread-eagled the others in the Wood Dittoii 
Stakes at New'market April 5. Sol Joel's 
Pondoland was beaten in his trial this week, 
but as nothing is known regarding the 
weights carried not much importance is at- 
tac’ned to this.

ERIC’S YEAR, In 1889 only three colts out of seventy-five started for the Belmont. 

Diablo had shown such form at Gravesend that he was made favorite, 
1889 but the race was won by Mr. A. J. Cas.satt’s Eric, ridden by William j 

HajAvard, after a hard finish, by half a length from Diablo, the latter j 
beating Zephyrus three lengths. Eric was a bay, bred by Mr. P. Lorillard at Rancocas, N. J., 
and wa.s a son of Duke of Magenta, from the imported mare Seemnd Hand (Exile’s dam), by 
StockwcU. He wa san excellnet colt, but while he never attained to the rank of first class he 
defeated some first-class ones during his career. Time of the race 2 :47. Value $4,960.

In 1890 the Belmont was transferred with most of the old events 
from Jerome Park to Morri.s Park, the New York Jockey Club taking 
over the stakes of the .\merican Jockey Club, which was dis.solved. 
A.S an evidence of the changes time had wrought, the race was re- 
duced to a mile and a quarter and instead of even weight.s, which had prevailed since the race 
was inaugurated in 1867, penalties and allowances were introduced. The effect was to secure 
j 136 nominations. Nine colts sported colors — the largest field that had started for several 
j years. Mr. Belmont’s Padishali was the favorite, but Hough Brothers’ Burlington, with 125 
pounds up, won by two lengths. Devotee and PadL-hah second and third. Burlington was a 
! high-bred looking colt and became known as “the Gentleman in Black.’’ He was bred at 
Woodbura Stud, Kentucky, and was a son of Powhattan (a full brother to Parole), from the 
imported mare Iiivercauld, by St. .Albans. As a racer he made good, and while not in the first 
flight, was a much better colt than some others which had won the race. Time, 2:07^4. 
Value $8,500.

A rather moderate lot started for the Belmont of 1891 — six out 
of seventy-nine engaged. Mr. Marcus Daly’s Montana was a top- 
heavy favorite, but after one of his hurricane finishes Ed Gar- 
rison, on Foxford, defeated Montana by a neck, Laurestan third. 
Foxford was a bay, bred by Mr. A. J. Cassatt at the Ghesterbrook Stud in Pennsylvania. He 
was by Stratford (son of Leamington), from Foxglove, by Lever. He was a fair race horse, 
a game one, but hardly of the class in which to look for a winner of so important a race. 
Time 2;08%. Value $5,070.

WINKFIELD ON LONG SHOT 



American Colored Rider Continues to Surprise 
French Racing Folks. 



P.VRIS, France. April 10.— The remark- 
able form of M. L. Mantacheff’s horses on 
Pari.-iian race courses has continued, and he 
heads the list of winning owners this sea- 
son by a big margin, having with some half 
dozen three-year-olds won nine races. All 
the winners have been ridden by the Ameri- 
can colored jockey. James Winkfield, and 
there lias been nothing in the nature of a 
tight finish. The stable gambles heavilj- and 
in addition to large sums taken out of the 
pari-mutuel betting machine, certain opera- 
tors in the ring have been hard hit. The 
racing public, quick to follow stables and 
jockeys in form, are all for MantachefI and 
the black rider. Up to the present tl- 
American jockeys, O'Neill. McGee, Gamer 
and company, have not particularly distin- 
guished tliemselves, but this group of ex- 
cellent riders will probably be seen to greater 
advantage now that the classic season has 
commenced. Some of the fashionable stables 
have not yet run any of their three-year- 
olds and until this happens we shall not be 
able to form much of an idea as to whr.' 
the French classic horse.s of the present year 
are like, and whether good prospects exist for 
revenging past British victories in the Gran> 
Prix next June. 

The oi>ening racing at I.ongchamps wa.*- 
marred by wretched weather, but, fortu- 
nately for the Societe d Encouragrement. the 
rain did not make its appearance until tor 
late to affect the gate receipts seriously. Th( 
great racing attraction was Ksar’s appear- 
ance in the field for the Prix des Sablons. 
Bullock had come over from England to ride 
him and his journey was not in vain, for 
Ksar made several highly-bred ri\-als look 
like commoners. The crowds were delighted 
and gave both horse and jockey a fiattering 
ovation on returning to the paddock. Dur- 
ing the afternoon Winkfield further distin- 
guished himself on two occasions, steering 
Gaurisanker, another brilliant colt by Sar- 
danapale, bred by Baron Maurice de Roths- 
child and sold out of his stable last year. 
■Winkfield’s other winner was a chance 
mount. Labyrinth, and no little sensation 
was caused when the pari-mutuel dividends 
were announced. Paying out at the rate of 
44 to 1 in the paddock, over 50 to 1 on the 
course, his price in the pavilion (10-franc 
ring) was no less than 70 to L

Over a half million dollar.s was distributed in stakes an<l purses by the Tijuana Jockey 
Club during tlic long v.inter meeting, which began at the Mexican track on November 24, 
1921. ami ended Apiil 23, 1922. A tot.al of 995 races were run during the 130 days, and the 
daily average money distributions amounted to $4,345, a good liguro for a meeting of such 
duration. It v.as not only the greatest meeting mimerlcally, but the ino.st successful from 
every standpoint in the history of the border. Free from passport restrictions and other 
disturbances that were encountered in former years, the Tijuana meeting just closed 
inovetl along serenely, gaining in pnimlarity as it progressed, with the result that all pre- 
vious attendance records were shattered. The great array of stake races headed by tlie 
$20,000 Coffroth Handicap, attracted to the Mexican coui-se a better grade of horses tlian 
in former years and some fine racing was witnessed. 



C. B. Irwin ag.ain found the Tijuana track 
a fertile field for a winter campaign and 
emerged successful for the third year in 
succession as the largest money winner of 
the meeting. His horses rivced often and won 
often, accounting for fifty-one races and 
$41,860. a fine record for any man’s stable. 
J. A. Parson even won more races than Irwin 
— sixty-one in all — but his total in money 
won was considerably less, only amounting to 
$29,600. The records of the owners who 
won $1,000 or more each follow :

ROUBAIX BACK IN ENGLAND 



Goculdas’ Famous Indian Racer Goes to Join 
Caligula at Litchfield Grange Stud. 



Houbaix, which is beyond doubt one of the 
best horses that ever raced in India, has just 
arrived in England, having returned the 
other day on the steamship Ca^talia. The 
horse reached Liverpool in splendid condi- 
tion and good heart. His legs and joints are 
as clean as when he was shipped to Bombay, 
and he looks quite fit to go into training. 
This, however, is not the intention of his 
owner, Mathradas Goculdas. 

Houbaix has returned to keep Caligula 
company at Litchfield Grange Stud Farm, 
near Micheldever, Hants, where he will be 
in the care of J. H. Crawford. As Houbaix 
was an idol of the Indian racing crowds his 
record on the turf in that country will in- 
terest readers. He ended his racing career 
in a blaze of triumph, for in a wonderful 
finisli he won the last Viceroy’s Cup at Cal- 
cutta, carrying 129 pounds, in the fast time 
for a mile and three-quarters of 2 :55%, five 
seconds better than the previous record put 
up by himself a year earlier, and by Bache- 
lor’s Wedding in 1914. The latter, howcA'er, 
had three pounds less in the saddle. 

In 1920 Houbaix won the Viceroy’s Cup, 
and in 1919 he dead-heated for second place 
with One in the same race, a short head be- 
hind the winner. That year he had secured 
the mile King Emperor’s Cup, which race ho 
again captured as a six-year-old ; while last 
December he was second in the same CA'ent 
to Not Much. 

Houbaix won the King Emperor’s Cup in 
the fastest time on record and among other 
high-class Indian races in which he was 
successful were the Carmichael Cup, one and 
one-quarter miles, with 136 pounds, and the 
Aga Khan’s Cup, one and one-half miles, 
while he dead-heated in the Bombay City 
Plate, in which he carried top weight, and 
conceded twenty-eight pounds to the other 
dead-heater. Houbaix proA'ed himself a game 
horse and ran out his races unflinchingly. 

In India he secured sixteen races, value 
over $74,210. In England as a two-year-old 
he won the May Plate at Newmarket by 
three lengths from a field of nineteen, and 
the next season carried off the mile Wood 
Ditton Stakes in a canter by two lengths, as 
well as the .Ayrshire Handicap of a mile and 
three-eighths. He was beaten a head in the 
Visitors’ Plate at Newmarket -.when carrying 
126 pounds and giving twenty -one poundis to 
the winner. 

Houbaix was bred by Colonel C. W. Birkin 
and foaled in 1914. He is a good looking, 
medium-sized brown horse by the Derby 
A'ictor Minoru, son of Cyllene — Saints’ Bay, 
by St. Frusquin from Sweet Bay, by Pe- 
trarch. AVhen he has had time to recover 
from the effects of the journey and settled 
down a horse of such breeding and creden- 
tials should not lack patronage.

Researches of John H. Wallace 
Show Authenticity of Picture. 

“Arabian” a Misnomer for Fa- 
mous Progenitor — Start of 

Stud Career Accidental. 

(BY SABVATOR.) 

Recently Daily Racing Form printed an 
Interesting article, contributed by Mr. C. J. 
Fitz Gerald, regarding the portrait of the 
Godolphin Arabian, now lent to the Jockey 
Club and hanging in it.s rooms, in New York 
City, the owner being Dr. James K. Murphy 
of Tulip Hill, West River, Md. The sketch 
of the famous progenitor which the article 
incorporates justly states tliat the first pub- 
licity given this portrait was due to the 
late John H. Wallace, most famous as the 
founder of the American Trotting Register, 
but who began his career as a pedigree au- 
thority by the compilation of a thoroughbred 
stud book, bearing his own name, of which 
the first volume, the only one ever published, 
appeared in 1SG7. 

Wallace’s thoroughbred stud book was not 
a success. It encountered the direct rivalry 
of S. D. Bruce’s American Stud Book, of 
which the first volume appeared in 1868. and 
as Bruce had powerful influences behind him 
and Wallace had none, Bruce's work sur- 
vived after a hard struggle and became our 
standard. Wallace compiled the manu.script 
for Volume II. of his worit, but it was never 
published and was probably destroyed, unless 
it has for a half century laid in some old 
desk or drawer, accumulating dust and the 
yellow' tone of antiquity. 

Wallace, like an men of discrimination, 
had long recognized the fact that the alleged 
portrait (?) of the Godolphin by Stubbs, for 
generations everywhere current, was a mon- 
strosity, a figment of the imagination. 
Stubbs is not known ever to have .seen the 
living horse he portrayed, and the “likeness" 
he pei'pctratcd of him fully evidences that 
fact. In one of the early volumes of the old 
Turf Regi.ster, however, Wallace discovered 
mention of a portrait of the Godolphin that 
had for many years hung at Tulip Hill, 
which was a true portrait and absolutely un- 
like the Stubbs caricature. 

WALLACE PUBLISHES PICTURE. 

John H. Wallace W'as a great “digger," 
who wanted above all things to get to the 
root of matters, so he did not rest until he 
had obtained the privilege of reproducing it 
in his Monthly in 1877, as Mr. Fitz Gerald 
narrates. This may be found in the i.ssue 
of May, that year. Mr. Wallace had the 
Tulip Hill painting carefully redrawn by- 
James C. Beard, the well-known illustrator 
and animal painter of that day, brother of 
Daniel C. Beard, similarly well known and 
still living, he having of late years, though 
of advanced age, become prominent in the 
Scout and Woodcraft movements. 
Beard s drawing was engraved for W’allace's 
Monthly, on wood, by Pierson, one of the 
leading New York engravers of that day, 
and the plate in the Monthly is an excellent 
one. 

At this time J. H. Wallace had never visited 
England, but in 1878 he did so, and then made 
it a point to visit Houghton Hall, in Norfolk, 
where the original painting of which the 
Tulip Hill one was a replica was last 
know n to have been owned. He found it 
still there, the property of the Marouis of 
Cholmondeley-, and was allowed to inspect it 
minutely. He also found it to correspond 
exactly with the Tulip Hill picture in all 
respects. The latter painting was signed 
merely, “D. M. pinxt” (“D. il. painted it”). 
But the Houghton Hail original bore the de- 
tailed inscription : “The original picture taken 
at The Hills by D. Murrier, painter to H. 
B. II., the Duke of Cumberland.” “The 
Hills” meant “Gogmagog Hills,” the last 
home of the Godolphin Arabian, where he 
died and was buried in 1753. 

FURTHER FACTS GIVEN BY WALLACE. 

W'e may therefore consider the “pedigree” 
of the painting now hanging in the Jockey 
Cluh rooms as absolutely authentic. Mr. 
Wallace related further facts about it in his 
work, “The Horse of America,” published 
in 1897, and therein gave another excellent 
rci>roduction of it, which was specially drawn 
for the volume by the distinguished animal 
artist Robert L. Dickey. Thirdly and most 
recently, a photo-engraving, made direct from 
the original canva.s, will be found in the 
recently published “Blooded Horses of Colo- 
nial Days,” of Mr. F. B. Culver of Baltimore. 
This, however, is not so clear and distinct as 
the pictures published by AVallace. Either 
the painting has deteriorated since 1877, or 
else the photo from which Mr. Culver’s 
plate was made was not a good one. It is 
not improbable that an expert could clean the 
canvas and bring all its original “values” 
to the surface once more. 

As regards the origin and history of the 
Godolphin Arabian, while Eugene Sue, in his 
famous “yarn.” entitled in the English ver- 
sion, *1 he Iving of the tVinds,” wove a more 
or less absorbing romance about him, he is 
not responsible for the story that he was 
picked u]) in the streets of Paris by Mr. 
Coke, a Norfolk Quaker, in or about 1730, or 
that he later became the teaser for Hob- 
goblin, and, upon that horse’s refusing to 
mate w-ith Roxana, was mated with her, the 
produce being the famous racer Bath. These 
are strictlj' British traditions and most of 
them may be found recorded in the original 
" Introduction to a General Stud Book” issued 
by Weatherby in 1791. This was thirteen 
years before the birth of Sue, who was bom 
in 1804 and published his first book in 1831. 
Sue had a prodigious imagination, as “The 
"Wandering Jew” and “The Mysteries of 
Paris,” to say nothing of other romances 
literally “devoured” by our grandfathers, are 
vivid testimony. But he merely "decorated” 
the original English traditions about the 
Godolphin, preserving their outlines. 

RESEMBLES FRENCH CAB HORSE. 

That the name “Arabian” is a complete 
misnomer as applied to the Godolphin horse 
has for a hundred and fifty years or more 
been conceded. To call him a Barb is equally 
unwarranted. All that is necessary to con- 
vince a horseman of this is to look at his 
portrait, which resembles no Oriental horse 
of any e.stablished breed that ever was seen. 
In tjpe the horse whose portrait, carefully 



Frances Joseph Wins for the First Time of 
Asking at Newmarket. 

(By E. E. COUSSELL). 

I.ONDON, England. April 6. — A coincidence 
of the results of the first day at Newmarket 
Craven meeting, was that three of the win- 
ners were sired by sons of Desmond. They 
were Storo, by Stornoway ; Dr. Quill, by 
Charles O’Malley, and Francis Joseph, by 
Hapsburg. The la.st named winner, by the 
way, is now the property of Mr. Marshall 
Field. Ridden by Donoghue he won the 
three-quarters of a mile Crawfurd Handicap, 
by a neck from Marcia, a daughter of Sir 
Martin, and seventeen others. 

Another notable feature of that day’s rac- 
ing was the fact that three of the winners 
were by sires which Sir Edward Hulton sent 
to the stud. They were Storo, by Storno- 
way ; Verdict, by Shogun, and Spicey, by 
Lonawand. 

Verdict was bred by Lord Coventry, who 
is now eighty-four years of age. He is the 
oldest member of the Jockey Club, having 
been elected forty-two years ago. Verdict 
is not in the Stud Book on both sides of her 
pedigree. Shogun belongs to the Mayday 
family. Verdict’s dam is Finale, by Peri- 
cles. She w'on at Birmingham the first of 
the three races in which she started, and is 
a sister to Full Stop — a winner of several 
hurdle races. The next dam. Parting Shot, 
was by Petronel. She bred about a half 
dozen winners under both rules. Her dam 
won five flat races, six hurdle races, and six 
steeplechases. This is known as “Birdhill’s 
dam family,” and it has been in Lord Coven- 
try’s possession since 1862. Each of these 
bred numerous winners of sorts. The found- 
ress of the family was a mare by Newmin- 
ster from Birdhill's dam; the latter mare’s 
pedigree was no doubt purposely lost. This 
Newminster mare was bought about 1860. 
with a view to competing in half-bred stakes 
for hunters at some of the meetings in the 
north of England. Judging by the subse- 
quent records of the family it is obvious 
that this must have been the best “half- 
bred” blood obtainable. 

Spicey, is a two-year-old brown colt, which 
won the Fitz William Stakes, worth about 
$2,500. He was all out to heat by a head a 
filly by Junior, from Wild Witch. Spicey is 
the fourth foal of Loumay, which was of no 
use on a racecourse. Her first two foals 
were sent abroad and won there. She is by 
Louviers, from a mare by Springfield, whose 
granddam was Eglantine. She bred Briar 
Root, winner of tlie One Thousand Guineas, 
and Rose Garden, from which comes The 
Tetrarch. 



done from the life, may be seen today at 
Houghton Hall, in England, and in replica at 
the rooms of the Jockey Club, resembles the 
small cab or cart horses that were common 
in France in the eighteenth century, at which 
era it was not at all unusual for entire, or, 
in the old phrase, “stone horses,” to be used 
for menial purposes. 

In his notable work, “Racing,” in the Bad- 
minton Library, the Earl of Norfolk and 
Berkshire says of him, quite truly ; "The 
Godolphin Arabian, who.se portrait has 
come down to us, was a common looking 
horse, and it is not surprising to hear that 
before coming to this country he had been 
drawing a cart in Paris. To this day many 
of the .small Tarbes entire horses, which are 
used in gigs and general common work on 
the high roads of France, much resemble the 
portrait of that illustrious sire.” 

As a matter of fact there is no suggestion 
of speed in the Godolphin's conformation. On 
the contrary, it is that of a little wagon 
pony. We might get something closely re- 
sembling him today by crossing in some 
lighter blood with that of the Suffolk Punch. 
Hi.s head, in the portrait, appears somewhat 
idealized, hut at that is little finer than those 
of many Shetlands. He is the antipodes of 
the high-caste Oriental horse, either Arab or 
Barb, in his entire makeup, particularly his 
markedly drooping rump and its peculiar 
structure otherwise, which recall those of the 
old-fashioned “Norfolk trotters” of a cen- 
tury ago, of which imported Bellfounder and 
his descendants in this country were types. 

F.\.MOUS HORSE USED AS “TEASER.” 

Mr. Fitz Gerald quotes from a French 
veterinary work of 1789, which states that 
the Godolphin “was bought in Paris for 
eighteen louis d’or.” Thi.s was about $80. 
The facts seem established that after Mr. 
Coke got him home to England he made a 
present of him to one Williams, the keei>er 
of a coffee house in London which was fre- 
quented by devotees of the turf. One of 
these was Lord Godolphin, who, expressing 
tlie wish to j*rocure a “teaser” for his fash- 
ionable stallion Hobgoblin, Williams in turn 
gave the “little Frenchman” to him and the 
horse went to Hobgoblin Hall at Gogmagog 
Hills, and assumed that role until accident, 
which molds in so surprising a fashion so 
many destinies, both human and equine, 
lifted him out of it and into immortality. 
These circumstances are proof of the fact 
that he wa.s considered practically valueless. 
At that date Oriental horses were in keen 
demand in England and commanded high 
prices. Had there been any idea, either from 
his history or his individuality, that the 
ex-Paris cart horse was one, he certainly 
would not have been twice given away and 
then converted into a teaser. The whole fab- 
ric of fiction about his having come orig- 
inally from some “royal stables” in “Bar- 
bary” to the royal stable of Louis XV. in 
Fiance, from which, through intrigue or 
jealousy, he had become an outcast upon the 
streets of Paris, originated many years later, 
after he had become one of the “great fath- 
ers” of the British thoroughbred. It was 
then thought necessary to deck him out with 
an Oriental origin and royal antecedents. 

It is tlie fashion among the “nobility and 
gentry” of Great Britain to trace their an- 
cestries back at least to the time of the 
Norman conquest, and, if their fancy dic- 
tates, even to that of Alfred the Great, if 
not of Boadicea. The late Edward Augustus 
Freeman devoted the great part of his long 
and learned life to his “History of the Nor- 
man Conquest,” which period he investigated 
so thoroughly that his work has become the 
definitive standard upon it. In its produc- 
tion he had of necessity to become familiar 
with the ancestries of all the families of that 
period and it is interesting to learn that 
his verdict upon the official pedigrees of the 
latter-day noble families of England was that 
they are mostly “monstrous fictions.” In this 
respect they are strictly comparable to those 
of the “noble families” of the British Stud 
Book, as is not at all surprising.

TORONTO, Ont., April 23. — The English 
stallions which were purchased during the 
winter by \V. P. Frazer for the Canadian 
Racing .Associations for the improvement of 
saddle horses, hunters and horses required 
for the militia force in Canada, are being 
distributed to various points in the province 
for breeding purposes.

McNeill, the handsome chestnut by Neil 
Gow — Pernelle, has already been bred to a| 
number of thoroughbred mares at Woodbine 
Park and this morning left for James Boi- 
vard's farm at Brampton, where he will stand 
for the season. 

Alasnam, by .Alpha II. — Sunny Lass, which! 
was foaled in 1916 and still a young horse, 
was in training over the jumps when Mr. 
Frazer purchased liim. He is a fine type of 
a horse and a great acquisition to the breed- 
ers of this country.

Recently in England the status of racing 
forfeit debts -was decided in a broad way. 

In the King’s Bench division, before the 
Ijord Chief Justice, a libel action brought by 
Charles Larkin Davis against Messrs. Weath- 
erby, publisher of the Calendar, was dis- 
missed with costs, the plaintiff not pro- 
ceeding with the ca.se. 

King’s Counsel Gill, for the defendant, 
said that the plaintiff alleged that he was 
libeled by having his name published in 
the forfeit list. ilessrs. Weatherby were 
agents of the Jockey Club, and it was their 
duty to report cases of default made to 
tliem by stakeholders when a man was in 
default. The plaintiff had been in the for- 
feit list for a period of fifteen years. Re- 
cently he brought this action against de- 
fendants and there had been adjournments, 
as defendants could not find documents, ow- 
ing to lapse of time. 

Attomej' Scanlan, for the plaintiff, in reply 
to his lordship, said he agreed to the dis- 
continuance of the action. He took exception 
to a statement that the action was brought 
and persisted in with the hope that the 
documents would not be found. 

Mr. Gill asked that the action be dis- 
missed. 

His Lordship : The result will be that there 
will be judgment for the defendants with 
costs.
